1. ACCESSIBLE EQUIPMENT/FACILITIES 

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury through its Department of Leisure Services recently opened a new Leisure Centre that meets 
all of the requirements required by the Ontario Building Code (OBC) and the Accessibility for Ontarians with Disabilities Act (AODA). 
The centre includes a number of pieces of equipment to improve accessibility including; automatic doors, wide hallways, grab bars, 
elevator and 360 degree turning radius to accommodate wheelchairs in restroom areas. 


AQUATIC CENTRE 

The Bradford Lions Aquatic Centre includes three swimming tanks; an 8-lane, 25 metre lap pool, a leisure pool and a warm water 
relaxation pool. The leisure pool is heated to approximately 86F and the relaxation pool to approximately 90F, which can accommodate 
those with muscular, circulatory or neurological impairment requiring warmer temperatures. For persons with disabilities, swimming is 
an opportunity to feel freedom through weightlessness. The aquatic centre also includes ramp entry into the leisure pool and chair lift 
entry to both the lap pool and the relaxation pool. A water wheelchair is available for clients to use between the change room and the 
pool itself. The family change room also includes a Hoyer lift and an adult change table to assist persons requiring transfer. For 
additional information please contact the Aquatic Supervisor. 


FITNESS CENTRE 

The Fitness Centre includes a walking track, cardio theatre area, strength training room and a fitness studio. Certain pieces of equipment 
are modifiable to be appropriately aligned for clients who use a wheelchair, or who have a support worker providing assistance. For 
additional information please contact the Fitness Supervisor.

2. INCLUSION SERVICES 

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury promotes and encourages people with disabilities (physical, emotional, behavioural, 
developmental/intellectual, and medical) to participate in a wide variety of activities offered by the Department of Leisure 
Services. The objective is to facilitate meaningful participation of people of varying abilities in the community activities of his/her 
choice. Inclusion services are offered so that participants with disabilities may choose to join general programs for the mutual 
benefit of experiencing recreational interests together with other participants. 

ASSESSING A PARTICIPANT’S NEED FOR SUPPORT 

A participant requires extra support if any of the following apply: 

a) extra support is required at school in the classroom. 

b) a physical, medical, developmental and/or learning disability exists that affects the safety of the participant or that of other 
participants. 

c) extra support is needed at home for basic care such as dressing and toileting. 

d) participant is currently associated with a support agency or program. 

ONE TO ONE INCLUSION SUPPORT 

The Department of Leisure Services employs staff for the summer period to work specifically as one-to-one inclusion support staff 
with children who have a special need and/or a disability. The determination of the need for one-to-on support is typically through 
a consultation process via an agency such as Simcoe Community Services, Catulpa Community Support Services or Respite 
Services. To utilize this service via an agency, families can make contact via the websites listed below:

MEDICAL NEEDS/MEDICATIONS 

Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury staff do not provide any ongoing medical interventions, support therapies (ie. Injections, g tube 
feeding, administering medication etc.). Strategies and accommodation as applicable and appropriate to the program environment 
will be supported 


AGE EXEMPTIONS 

Participants must fall within the age guidelines provided. Consideration will be given for individuals with defined needs who are 
closely within the advertised age to participate in the program where developmental^ appropriate. Please contact the specific 
supervisor identified on the previous page to discuss an exemption prior to registration. 

SUPPORT WORKER/MEDIATOR CARDS 

Individuals in need of support to participate in a drop in program (i.e. Leisure/lane swim, fitness centre, track, weight room, 
gymnasium activities) attend with a mediator/support worker to assist him/her. If the mediator’s sole purpose for attending is to 
support and integrate an individual with special needs, access for the mediator is free. For regular customers attending with a 
mediator, a mediator card can be obtained free of charge. Just present the card upon arrival and the mediator will enter at no 
charge. Please contact the specific supervisor to discuss eligibility for a mediator card (the submission of a completed profile form 
is required; forms available at the customer service desk). The mediator must be within arm’s reach and only 1 mediator pass per 
person unless a special request is made and approved by the supervisor. 

REGISTRATION FOR DEPARTMENT PROGRAMS - WITH INCLUSION SUPPORT 

Once families have made the connection with one of the agencies, the agency will make contact with the specific supervisor 
(Aquatics Supervisor for aquatics camps, or the Recreation Coordinator for day camps) to coordinate registration and specific 
needs requirements. A participant profile form will need to be completed for all clients accessing this service (this information will 
be shared with instructional staff only). The one-to-one support staff service is a limited resource, and is available on a first come 
first served basis and is available for a maximum of one week per child at the designated camp (families may provide their own 
one-to-one support person, however, please contact the specific supervisor for further details on this option, as certification 
requirements including lifeguard certificate, first aid and CPR certification and a recently completed vulnerable sector clearance 
would be required). Please be advised that registration spots cannot be held over the telephone. The above process needs to be 
followed in all cases. Families not disclosing the needs of a participant prior to registration may be required to withdraw from the 
program. Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury refund policy will apply. 

3. ADAPTED PROGRAMS 


Specialized instructional programs are available in Aquatics that promote the dignity, independence and potential of persons with 
disabilities. The special needs swim lessons meet the swimming requirements of individuals with identified special needs. All 
participants are required to complete a medical form prior to his/her first lesson.

PFDs are not 
permitted on the water slide. 

Serious Medical Conditions: Participants with serious medical conditions should be accompanied by individuals knowledge¬ 
able of their condition and responsible for their direct supervision. 

Age Requirement Policy for Change Room Use: Children 7 years of age or older are required to use the change room desig¬ 
nated for their gender.

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 1 

Swimmers receive an orientation to water and the pool 
area and work on floats, glides and kicking. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 2 

Swimmers work on the front swim (5m) and the use of a 
PFD. Fitness activities include a 10m distance swim. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 3 

This level provides an introduction to diving. Endurance 
is achieved in the flutter kick and a 15-metre swim. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 4 

This level introduces front crawl and back swim with 
shoulder roll. Endurance is built through a 25m swim. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 5 

This level introduces the back crawl (15m), whip kick on 
the back, and treading water. Front crawl increases to 
15m.

WHEN IS SWIMMING? 

Camp swimming will be offered for Camp Quest, 
Camp Grizzly. AquaAdventures Camp and Bradford 
Lifesaving Camp only as follows: 

• Camp Quest, 4 times per week at the BWG Leisure 
Centre with the following exception: 3 times per 
week for camp weeks 1 and 6. Swim time is subject 
to change based on camp scheduling. 

• Camp Grizzly, 2 times per week at the BWG Leisure 
Centre, Camp Grizzly campers will be transported 
by bus to the BWG Leisure Centre. Swim time is 
subject to change based on camp scheduling. 
Camp Grizzly will also utilize the Lions Park Splash 
Pad. 

• AquaAdventures Camp and Bradford Lifesaving 
Camp swim 5 times per week at the BWG Leisure 
Centre. 

Camp Swim times are supervised by qualified Town 
of Bradford West Gwillimbury lifeguards and summer 
camp staff. 

Please review the following information to clarify the 
admission and supervision requirements for your 
camper. Should you have any questions, please 
contact the BWG Leisure Centre. 
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ADMISSION TO THE POOL: 

All campers 6 years of age and older must complete 
a facility swim test.The purpose of the swim test is to 
assess the campers swimming abilities.The swim test 
includes, but is not limited to swimming 2 widths of the 
pool and treading water for 1 minute. 

All campers who are unable to pass the facility swim 
test will be directly supervised by a camp counsellor 
who is in the water, within arm's reach, able to render 
immediate assistance. Campers must wear a lifejacket 
and remain in the shallow end of the lap pool & leisure 
pool.This group will have a maximum ratio of 
4 campers per camp counsellor. Campers will be 
given a red wristband. 

Campers who pass the swim test are permitted to use 
any part of the pool without a lifejacket.This group 
will have a maximum ratio of 8 campers per camp 
counsellor. Campers who pass the test will be given 
a green wrist band. 

Slide Policy: All riders must be 48 inches in height and 
complete the facility swim test in order to ride the 
waterslide. PFD's are not permitted on the waterslide. 
Lifejackets will be supplied to campers that are 
required to wear them. Parents are not required to 
send a lifejacket with their child to camp. 

WHAT SHOULD PARENTS KNOW? 

• Staff strictly adhere to a sign in/ sign out system. You 
will be asked to sign your initials each time you drop 
off & pick up your child. 

• A permission form will be distributed the first day 
of camp with respect to who will be permitted to 
pick up your child, or if they are allowed to leave 
unaccompanied. 

• In order to make camp a positive experience 
please include, at time of registration, details on 
any special needs, allergies, personal care issues 
or medical concerns. 

• If your child is bringing medication to camp, 
please list the type of medication, dosage 8c times 
for the medication to be taken. Medication must 
be brought in an original labelled prescription 
container. Counsellors will not administer 
medication. 

• Technology such as Cell phones, iPods, I Pads, 
portable games are to remain at home. 

• The Saturday or Sunday before your child attends 
camp you will receive a telephone call from one 
of the counsellors in your child's camp. You will 
learn about what your child needs to bring to camp, 
where 8c when activities will occur (including trips) 8c 
any special activities that are planned.This is a 
great opportunity to ask counsellors questions 
about your child's experience. 

Please Note: Counsellors will only try to call once 
over the weekend. An answering machine is highly 
recommended. 

• The weekly themes for Camps Critter, Koala, Coyote, 
Kodiak, Caribou and Grizzly will be applied to 


some of the games and activities throughout the 
week. Please keep in mind these camp programs 
are considered general recreational day camp and 
not specialty camp programs. For speciality camps 
that focus exclusively on a certain activity or theme 
please see page 100 to 101 of the Spring & Summer 
Leisure Guide. 

PLEASE REVIEW THE FOLLOWING SAFETY-ORIENTED 
RULES WITH YOUR CHILD TO ENSURE CAMPER SAFETY. 

• Campers will not be permitted to leave the site 
without a staff member accompanying them.

INCLUSION SUPPORT 

The Department of Leisure Services employs staff for 
the summer period to work specifically as inclusion 
support with children who have special needs and or 
a disability.The inclusion support is a limited resource 
and is available on a first come, first served basis and 
is available for a maximum of one week per child at 
the designated camp program. (Additional fees will 
apply for additional weeks inclusion support requested 
with the summer inclusion staff). Inclusion support is 
only offered for camp programs from 9:00 am to 4:00 
pm. Inclusion support is not provided for extended 
care periods from 7:00 to 9:00 am and 4:00 to 6:00 pm. 
The determination of the need for inclusion support 
is typically through a consultation process via an 
agency such as Simcoe Community Services, Catulpa 
Community Support Services or Respite Services. 

Once families have made a connection with one of 
the agencies then in turn the agency will contact the 
Recreation Coordinator. 

A Camper Profile Package is to be completed by each 
family prior to registering your child. All information is 
kept confidential. In order for the child to experience 
success in camp programs it is important to consider 
the child's ability, age, need and type of activities that 
take place within the programs.

• All playgrounds are inspected regularly as per Canadian Safety Association (CSA) legislation. Residents are reminded 
to perform their own “walkabout” of the playground area prior to allowing children on any equipment or play structure. 

• You are welcome to bring your dog(s) to any of the parks, however, they must be leashed at all times and all litter picked 
up as per the Town’s Stoop and Scoop By-law. 

• Leave the car and take a walk at a number of locations in and around town that include woodlots and lots of wildlife. 


Park Regulations 

Your co-operation in following the posted rules that have been established to maintain the parks is appreciated. 

1. Town By-law requires that dog owner clean up after their dog within Town limits. 

2. Dogs must be kept leashed in all public areas, including parks. 

3. Motorized vehicles other than authorized vehicles are not permitted in the parks. This includes snowmobiles, 
motorbikes or automobiles. Irresponsible vehicle users can do tremendous damage to the parks and natural areas. 

4. For the safety of all park users, golfing is not permitted in Town parks. 

5. Alcoholic beverages are also NOT permitted in Town parks.

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury issues an Interim and Final Tax Billing with two 
instalments per billing.

Supplementary Property Tax Billings are issued for New Building Construction, Additions or Renovations and for 
Property Class Changes. Supplementary Tax Bills are in addition to your regular tax bills and are issued after the final 
billings have been issued. 

Property Taxes are Payable by any of the Following Methods 

• Pay automatically by enrolling in one of the Town's three convenient Pre-Authorized Payment Plans; please visit the 
Town's website for more details. 

• At all Chartered Banks through your mortgage, personal teller service, telephone or internet banking (use 8-digit 
account number as reference). Please note that any related banking fees are the responsibility of the taxpayer. 

• By mailing a cheque with the attach tax stub(s), if you require a receipt please return your bill with a 
self-addressed, stamped envelope. 

• In person at the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury Finance Office at 61 Holland Street East, Bradford between 
8:30am & 4:30 pm. Monday to Friday for cheque (current or postdated), cash and debit card payments. There is 
also a drop box available after hours at this location for cheque payments. Please do not leave cash payments in 
the drop box. 

• By VISA, MasterCard, Discover or American Express Payment. For details visit the Town's website at 
www.townofbwg.com and select "Property Taxes" under A - Z Services and then click on the E-Pay button. A 
convenience fee will apply. 

Note: If you pay through your bank or via mail, please allow sufficient time for your payment to reach our office 
to avoid the late payment charges. 

Penalty and Interest for Late Payment of Property Taxes 

Penalty and interest, at the rate of 1.25% will be charged on the first day of the month following a due date and on 
the first day of each month thereafter until paid in full. 

Late payment charges are levied by Council By-Law under the authority of the Municipal Act and cannot be waived 
or reduced by Municipal Staff. Failure to receive a tax bill does not excuse the property owner from responsibility for 
payment, nor relieve him/her from liability of penalty for late payment. 

Note: To avoid Penalty and Interest charges, full payment must be received at the Finance Office located at 61 
Holland Street East. Bradford by 4:30 p.m. the day of the due date. 

Property Tax Receipt 

If you require a receipt, please bring your final tax bill to the Finance Department located at 61 Holland Street East, 
Bradford after the September tax instalment has cleared your bank account and your tax bill will be stamped paid 
in full. 

If you do not have your final tax bill, a copy of your tax account payment history can be printed for a fee of $10.00. 
You must attend the Finance Department in person and photo id is required for verification of ownership. 

Change of Home Ownership 

It is the property tax department's responsibility to mail the tax bill to the property owner on record as of the date the 
tax bills are issued. When you purchase a home please check with your lawyer or the tax office to confirm when the next 
property tax payment is due. You may not receive a notice from us until an instalment becomes past due and penalty 
and interest charges could incur. Penalty and Interest charges will apply regardless of any change in ownership.The 
Statement of Adjustments prepared by the lawyer will set out the tax obligation of the vendor and the purchaser.

Ontario Senior Homeowners' Property Tax Grant (OSHPTG) 

This grant is intended to help offset the property taxes for seniors who own their own home and who have low to 
moderate incomes.This program is administered by Canada Revenue Agency. For 2009, the maximum grant is $250. 
For 2010 and later years, the maximum grant will be $500. Enquiries can be made to the Canada Revenue Agency 
at 1-800-959-8281 (service in English) or 1-800-959-7383 (service in French). 

Commercial & Industrial Vacancy Rebate Application Deadline 

To be eligible for a rebate the entire commercial or industrial building or a suite or unit within the commercial 
building must be vacant for at least 90 consecutive days.The assessment on the building or unit being claimed 
must be in the fully taxable commercial or industrial tax class.The applications will be verified to ensure they meet 
all the criteria set forth in the application. 

The deadline for submitting applications is February 28 of the year following the taxation year to which the 
application relates. An Interim application may be submitted by July 31 of any year with respect to the period 
January 1 - June 30 of that year. 

Applications are available at the Finance Department located at 61 Holland Street East, Bradford or by 
downloading the application from the Town's website at www.townofbwg.com. 

Eligible Charities Rebate 

Payments to eligible charities will be made in accordance with the County of Simcoe By-law No. 6104.The eligible 
charity's property(ies) must reside within the commercial and industrial property class. An eligible charity which has 
a registration number issued by the Canada Customs and Revenue Agency under Section 248(1) of the Income Tax 
Act, must submit an application to the lower-tier municipality in which the eligible charity resides, after January 1 of 
the year and no later than the last day of February of the following year. 

Applications are available at the Finance Department located at 61 Holland Street East, Bradford. 

Newly Constructed Homes 

Owners of newly constructed homes may receive a tax bill for the value of the vacant lot only, until the home is 
assessed. Once the house is assessed, you will receive a supplementary/omitted tax bill for the taxes on the value 
of your home.This process may take up to 3 years and the taxes due will be retroactive to your date of occupancy. 
For an estimate of your annual taxes, multiply the purchase price of your home by the current tax rate (2013 tax rate 
was 0.01163646) or contact the Finance Department at 905-775-5303. 

Curbside Waste and Recycling 

The County will be offering all the residents of the County the same level of service for curbside collection of Waste, 
Organics, Blue Box and Yard Waste. The cost for this service will be collected through the County general tax levy.

The Municipal Property Assessment Corporation (MPAC) is responsible to value and classify your property. MPAC is 
a not-for-profit corporation funded by all Ontario municipalities.

Please note if you feel your property assessed value or classification is not correct, you may file a Request for 
Reconsideration (RfR) with MPAC.The deadline to file your RfR is March 31 of the tax year.

Your Utility (Water/Wastewater) Billing is here... 

Why did the Town take over the Utility (Water/Wastewater) billing? 

As of December 1,2013 the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury assumed full 
responsibility for the water meter reading, water/wastewater billing, and customer 
service from the previous provider, PowerStream Inc.The initiative to move these 
services to the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury stemmed from the need to provide 
residents and businesses with more accurate and efficient meter reading and billing 
services, a customer focused solution.The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury will continue the current 
practice of billing residential customers on a bi-monthly basis and businesses on a monthly basis. 

How are the meters read? 

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury has utilized the Advanced Metering Infrastructure (AMI) system 
to fully automate the water meter reading. On every water meter in Bradford West Gwillimbury we 
have installed the new AMI reading devices free of charge.The internal water meter is connected to 
the external wireless radio transmitter on your property, transferring your consumption data directly 
and securely to Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury software with limited need for manual meter 
reading. 

What does this mean to property owners in Bradford? 

• More effective drinking water system operations and maintenance 

• More accurate billing as a direct result of our new fully automated Advanced 
Metering Infrastructure (AMI) System 

• Improved customer service for all property owners 

• Bi-Monthly billing for all residential properties 

• Monthly billing for all commercial properties 

• Longer payment terms, 35 days compared to the previous 21 days with PowerStream Inc. 

• E-Billing 

• Pre-Authorized Payment Plan (Balance owing, ON THE DUE DATE) 

How do I pay my Utility (Water/Wastewater) bill? 

There are several options for paying your Utility (Water/Wastewater) bill. 

• Pre-authorized payment plan (balance owing, ON THE DUE DATE) through your bank 

• Online banking, telephone banking or in person at your financial institution 

• In person at the Town's Finance Department by cash, cheque or debit 

• By mail 

If I get behind on payments to my Utility (Water/Wastewater) bill, what are the consequences? 

Payments must be received by the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury Finance Department by the due 
date printed on the bill. Penalty charges will be applied to unpaid balances beginning the day following 
a due date, and continue monthly until full payment is received. If an account has an unpaid balance 
for more than 60 days, the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury may transfer the outstanding balance to the 
property tax roll for collection under Section 398, Part 2, Case 1 of the Municipal Act 2001. 
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The owner of the property is responsible for all overdue water/wastewater charges and they will be 
notified by mail prior to an amount being applied to the property tax roll. 

Disconnection of the water service will not be a procedure in the collection of unpaid water and 
wastewater accounts. 

My bill is considerably higher, what is the cause of this? 

High bills are usually the result of: 

• Malfunctioning toilets (consistently running/ not shutting off; water level is set too high). 

• Leaky faucets 

• Malfunctioning automatic trap fillers 

• A change within the property such as new tenants, more people or visitors 

• New appliances such as a water-cooled air conditioner, dishwasher, hot water tank, heating 
system or lawn sprinkler system 

In almost every case, the cause of the high bill can be traced back to the property owner's plumbing. 
To check for leaks, locate the "trickle indicator' - a small red or black triangle on your water meter. 
Ensure water is not running in the house or building, and then check to see if the trickle indicator is 
turning, moving or shaking. If it is, water is flowing through the meter indication a leak somewhere.The 
property owner is responsible for all plumbing repairs and maintenance. The Town is not responsible 
for internal plumbing leaks.
